The  first  report  of  any  institution  for  the  only  "  New 
Century  "  which  we  shall  ever  see  must  have  a  certain 
interest,  and  when  that  report  is  concerned  with  the 
great  problems  of  how  best  to  save  the  lives,  to  alle- 
viate the  sufferings,  to  give  permanent  relief  to  a 
thousand  helpless  little  ones  each  year,  it  certainly  de- 
mands our  closest  study.  We  desire  at  this  really 
solemn  epoch  to  place  once  more  the  aims  of  the 
Babies'  Wards  before  those  who  are  already  helping 
them,  and  also  before  that  great  body  of  those  whose 
help  we  need,  but  have  not  as  yet  secured.  These  aims 
are  twofold  :  1st.  The  following  out  of  the  great  com- 
mandment, given  centuries  ago — To  cure  the  sick,  to 
give  eyes  to  the  blind,  feet  to  the  lame,  to  comfort  the 
broken  hearted,  to  set  at  liberty  those  who  are  bruised  ; 
and  in  so  doing  to  instruct  a  great  body  of  physicians 
and  nurses  how  best  to  employ  the  knowledge  gained 
at  the  Wards  for  the  benefit  of  sufferers  far  and  wide. 
2nd.  To  try  to  the  utmost  of  our  ability  to  teach  how 
sickness  may  best  be  prevented,  how  suffering  may  be 
avoided,  believing  as  we  do  that  that  hospital  is  accom- 
plishing the  best  work  which  is  striving  most  earnestly 
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to  lessen  the  need  of  the  existence  of  hospitals.  We* 
fear,  however,  that  even  the  twentieth  century  will  not 
see  the  end  of  carelessness,  of  ignorance  and  of  pov- 
erty, with  its  consequent  evils,  and  that,  at  least  for 
the  next  one  hundred  years,  there  will  be  vital  need  of 
well-appointed  Babies'  Hospitals  to  meet  such  cases  as 
the  following : 

A  few  weeks  ago  Francis  S  ,  three  years  old, 

was  found  lying  in  bed  frightfully  burned  on  the  body, 
neck,  cheek,  ear  and  hands,  having  set  fire  to  the  bed 
clothes  in  some  unknown  manner.  A  neighborhood 
doctor  who  was  called  in  told  the  mother,  a  very  re- 
spectable woman,  in  what  a  critical  condition  her  child 
was,  and  she  preferred  to  have  it  die  at  home  rather 
than  bring  it  to  an  institution.  Strange  to  relate,  how- 
ever, the  child's  constitution  was  so  strong  that  it  lived 
instead  of  dying,  and  a.  fortnight  after  the  accident,  the 
condition  of  the  burns  themselves  having  grown  worse 
and  worse,  and  the  sufferings  of  the  child  being  in- 
tense, the  mother  was  willing  to  give  it  the  benefit  of 
that  care  which  could  only  be  had  in  a  hospital,  and 
brought  it  to  the  Babies'  Wards.  The  dressing  of  such 
fearful  wounds  required  the  greatest  skill,  and  the  most 
tender  touch.  For  some  days — as  the  pain  would 
have  been  too  agonizing  for  the  child  to  bear,  and  its 
screams  might  have  ruptured  the  exposed  blood  ves- 
sels— it  was  necessary  for  the  doctor  to  administer 
chloroform  during  the  half  hour  or  so  that  was  required 
for  the  head  nurse  to  dress  the  burns.  This,  also,  de- 
manded the  utmost  care,  the  doctor  every  minute  or 
two  removing  the  mask  from  the  child's  mouth  and 
nose,  and  examining  the  eyes  to  make  sure  there  was 
no  danger  of  the  chloroform  proving  fatal.    After  a 
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few  days  Francis  began  to  improve  with  wonderful 
rapidity,  and  the  dear  little  fellow  would  hold  up  both 
hands  with  pride  to  show  that  one  was  "all  right,"  and 
the  other  almost  so.  At  the  end  of  a  month  he  was 
sent  home  to  avoid  the  evils  which  a  long  stay  in  a 
hospital  so  often  involves,  but  was  readmitted  on  the 
fifteenth  of  December  for  the  operation  of  skin  graft- 
ing. Skin  was  taken  from  his  own  thigh,  and  the  child 
is  now  doing  splendidly,  and  was  able  to  witness  with 
great  joy  the  Christmas  tree,  though  the  surface  of  the 
wound  on  the  neck  and  chest  is  so  large  that  a  num- 
ber of  grafts  will  have  to  be  made. 

The  report  of  the  medical  service  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  by  one  of  our  best  children  specialists,  to  be 
found  later  on,  contains  so  many  valuable  illustrative 
cases  that  we  reluctantly  omit  here  some  most  pathetic 
histories  of  our  little  ones  in  order  to  give  space  for  a 
full  report  from  the  Chairman  of  that  department  of 
our  work,  which  is,  to  a  certain  extent,  peculiar  to  the 
Babies'  Wards. 

' '  The  committee  '  On  care  of  children  after  leaving 
the  Wards,'  beg  leave  to  report  that  during  the  past 
year  1,531  visits  have  been  made  to  the  homes  of  the 
children.  This  does  not  mean  merely  the  ringing  of  a 
bell  at  the  front  door  and  making  an  inquiry  that  is 
promptly  answered,  but  the  climbing  of  five  and  six 
nights  of  stairs,  generally  in  the  dark,  the  visitor 
often  finding  the  address  given  not  correct  and  then  for 
her  comes  a  weary  search  of  hours. 

The  work  of  this  committee  is  always  increasing. 
During  the  past  four  years  we  have  added  largely  to 
our  resources  by  connections  with  various  outside  char- 
ities.

/.  We  have  tickets  for  relief  in  emergency  cases  from 
the  Charity  Organization  Society. 

2.  We  receive  aid  from  the  district  nurses. 

j.  During  the  summer  we  have  obtained  fresh  milk 
from  branches  of  the  diet  kitchens  and  Mr.  Straus'Depots. 

7.  Through  the  New  York  Herald  we  have  had  ice. 

5.  We  have  also  had  printed  in  three  languages  a 
very  thorough  set  of  rules  instructing  mothers  how  to 
care  for  their  children,  to  which  are  appended  the  hours 
at  the  dispensary  when  the  mothers  can  receive  medical 
aid  for  themselves. 

6.  The  doctors  have  agreed  to  give  to  the  mothers 
when  the  children  are  discharged  written  directions  for 
diet,  prescriptions  for  a  tonic,  or  any  advice  which  may 
aid  in  securiug  a  more  satisfactory  couvalesence,  which 
we  hope  may  prevent  the  return  of  the  children  to  the 
Wards  that  has  so  often  happened  in  the  past. 

7.  We  are  establishing  a  separate  clothing  committee 
for  our  own  needs,  to  provide  new  and  second  hand 
clothing  and  blankets  for  the  children  leaving  the 
Wards,  which  will  also  add  another  safeguard  to  prevent 
the  children  returning  with  pneumonia,  etc. 

8.  We  beg  leave  to  call  attention  to  our  system  of 
bookkeeping,  containing  much  statistical  information 
which  the  doctors  find  most  helpful  in  their  work. 

We  are  greatly  encouraged  in  our  work  in  that  we 
now  have  the  full  support  of  doctors  and  head  nurse. 
To-day  the  doctors  say  ours  is  one  the  of  most  impor- 
tant committees  connected  with  the  Wards." 

We  also  add  here  some  details  of  the  work  that  an 
idea  may  be  given  of  the  intelligence  and  tact  needed 
on  the  part  of  the  visitor  employed.  The  following  is 
taken  from  one  of  her  reports  to  the  committee :

"  During  my  early  work  it  seemed  to  look  in  many 
cases  as  if  the  children  were  put  in  the  hospital  to  be 
rid  of  them,  and  in  some  cases  children  would  have 
been  sent  to  the  '  Island  1  but  for  careful  investigation 
and  management;  but  in  the  majority  a  fight  with 
poverty  was  plainly  the  reason.  I  feel  confident  I  have 
directed  many  a  parent  into  the  right  channel  to  find 
the  work  they  needed  to  enable  them  to  keep  the  home, 
and  that  many  a  child's  home  has  been  a  better  place 
to  return  to  for  the  fact  that  some  one  has  expressed 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  family,  and  pointed  out  to 
them  the  way  to  make  the  best  of  what  they  had. 

Wra.O  ,  two  and  a  quarter  years,  entered  July  18th, 

discharged  August  19th.  Came  to  hospital  for  eczema. 
I  found  the  mother  a  widow  with  four  children.  Father 
had  heart  disease  and  unable  to  work,  became  dis- 
couraged and  committed  suicide.  On  visit  after  dis- 
charge found  mother  had  not  money  to  renew  prescrip- 
tion. I  gave  her  money  and  also  food  and  coal.  Home 
was  very  clean.  She  was  most  grateful  to  me.  Matthew 

E  ,  two  years,  admitted  July  24th,  discharged  July 

31st.  Father  was  a  waiter  out  of  work.  Mother  had 
hip  joint  disease  and  a  nursing  baby,  so  was  not  able 
to  work.  I  gave  the  man  notes  to  two  restaurant 
keepers  to  whom  I  spoke  of  him,  and  if  he  did  not 
obtain  employment  with  one  or  other  of  them  it  was 
his  own  fault.  The  child  was  sent  to  Sea  Cliff  Home. 
Family  moved  before  his  return,  leaving  no  address.  I 
found  them  after  half  a  day's  trial.    These  people  were 

very  grateful  for  my  interest  in  them.  Henry  R  , 

five  years,  admitted  June  27th,  discharged  August  5th. 
While  I  was  calling  on  another  family  this  boy's  sister 
said  to  me  '  Henry  is  awful  sick,  won't  you  come  in 
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and  see  him?'  The  boy  had  to  my  mind  unmistakable 
signs  of  meningitis,  and  feeling  his  surroundings  were 
such  as  to  make  recovery  impossible  at  home,  I  gave 
his  father  a  note  asking  that  he  be  admitted  to  'Wards,' 
where  he  made  a  remarkable  recovery.  The  mother 
died  of  consumption,  leaving  a  family  of  five  children; 
the  oldest,  a  girl  of  fifteen,  kept  house  for  family. 

Samuel  L  ,  two  and  a  half  years,  entered  July  7th, 

died  July  12th.  This  child  had  typhoid  fever.  Died, 
as  did  mother  who  came  to  the  hospital  with  typhoid 
at  same  time.  I  found  on  my  call  that  father  had  gone 
to  another  hospital  with  typhoid  four  months  before, 
and  the  baby  had  died  of  typhoid  pneumonia.  Room 
was  dark  and  dirty  in  rear  of  store.  The  closets  of 
house  next  door,  which  came  up  close  to  window,  were 
filthy.    I  reported  the  case  to  Board  of  Health. " 

In  giving  a  description  of  our  work  and  its  difficul- 
ties, we  would  again  emphasize  the  importance  of 
visitors  among  the  poor  urging  mothers  to  take  their 
young  children  to  a  good  babies'  hospital  as  soon  as 
severe  illness  begins.  Every  year  many  children  are 
brought  to  us,  over  whom,  alas,  the  sentence  "too 
late,"  must  at  once  be  pronounced.  In  our  last  report 
we  chronicled  the  cure  of  a  child  from  total  blindness, 
but  lately  we  have  had  one  of  the  saddest  cases  ever 
admitted  to  the  Wards.  A  fine  baby,  eleven  months 
old,  whose  father  was  dead,  whose  sight  might  have 
been  saved  had  she  been  brought  when  the  dreadful  dis- 
ease first  attacked  the  eyes.  The  growth  was  seen  at 
once  to  have  involved  one  pupil,  so  that  no  operation 
could  be  attempted  on  that,  and  although  the  other  eye 
was  operated  on,  it  was  unsuccessful,  as  it  was  found 
that  the  sight  had   already  been  totally  destroyed. 
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An  older  child,  Nettie   B  ,  exceptionally  good 

and  brave  and  patient,  was  lately  brought  to  us,  having 
sustained  three  weeks  before  a  compound  fracture  of 
the  right  arm  from  a  fall  down  stairs.  The  father,  a 
janitor  with  six  other  children  to  support,  called  in  a 
neighborhood  doctor  on  the  east  side,  who,  with  the 
best  good-will  in  the  world,  proved  utterly  incompetent 
to  treat  the  case.  In  a  fortnight  the  parents  brought 
her  to  a  Post-Graduate  clinic,  but  utterly  refused  to 
leave  her  for  the  hospital  treatment  which  the  surgeon 
found  to  be  imperatively  required.  A  week  later  they 
brought  her  again,  but  it  was  with  much  difficulty  they 
were  coaxed  to  put  her  into  the  Babies'  Wards.  Her 
poor  wrist  was  found  to  be  in  a  frightful  condition,  the 
flesh  eaten  away,  the  exposed  bone  and  tendons  decay- 
ing, and  although  the  gangrene  has  been  checked 
and  her  life  saved,  her  right  hand  will  be  useless 
to  the  end  of  her  days.  A  strong,  healthy  child 
must  grow  up  into  a  woman  probably  incapable  of 
self-support,  from  three  weeks'  delay  in  bringing  her 
to  the  Wards. 

Many  very  sick  babies  are  sent  to  us  from  nurseries 
and  charitable  workers.  We  would  here  remind  them 
that  the  Angel  of  Death  comes  to  the  child  of  the 
poor  and  the  rich  alike.  In  spite  of  every  possible 
care  we  can  give,  many  of  our  patients  must  grow 
worse  and  die.  When  we  consider  the  bad  heredity, 
and  the  privations  which  have  enfeebled  their  constitu- 
tions, we  can  but  wonder,  not  that  so  many  die,  but  that 
so  many  are  saved.  A  few  days  ago  twin  babies  were 
admitted.  They  had  been  born  into  a  damp  basement, 
where,  for  nearly  two  days  previously,  the  mother  had 
lain  without  even  a  crust  of  bread  or  a  cup  of  milk,  and 


from  which  she  had  been  evicted  for  non-payment  of 
rent  before  they  were  a  day  old ! 

The  problem  of  meeting  the  large  annual  expenses 
of  a  work  carried  on  on  the  broad  lines  of  the  Babies' 
Wards,  even  when  the  strictest  economy  is  exercised, 
is  a  most  serious  one.  It  is  rendered  still  more  serious 
for  us  by  the  action  taken  by  the  present  Comptroller 
of  this  city,  whose  policy,  frequently  avowed,  is  that 
municipal  aid  should  not  be  given  to  private  charities, 
however  much  needed  or  well  managed,  except  in  the 
smallest  possible  amounts  and  under  what  is  apparently 
a  purely  arbitrary  system.  The  Comptroller  has  so 
frequently  stated  his  point  of  view  that  it  seems  only 
fair  that  the  "  other  side  "  should  be  given.  This  city 
has  never  yet  provided  any  public  hospital  on  Manhat- 
tan Island  for  sick  babies.  There  is  a  public  Infant 
Asylum  on  Randall's  Island  which  was  originally  in- 
tended for  the  reception  of  waifs  and  strays,  and  of 
mothers  with  babies,  who,  frequently,  having  been  de- 
serted by  the  fathers  of  the  children  were  willing  to 
remain  a  considerable  length  of  time,  caring  for  their 
own  child  and  in  addition  for  one  of  the  waifs.  The 
inacessability  of  Randall's  Island  prevented  frequent 
visits  from  the  best  doctors  of  the  city,  and  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  obtain  the  consent  of  a  respectable 
mother,  however  poor,  to  the  removal  of  a  very  sick 
baby  to  a  place  which  was  so  difficult  for  her  to  visit, 
and  where,  it  seemed  to  her  at  least,  death  was  almost 
certain.  These  facts  have  made  the  Infant  Asylum  for 
years  practically  useless  as  a  hospital  for  caring  for  the 
acute  diseases,  accidents,  etc. ,  of  the  babies  of  the  poor 
of  New  York.  It  was  to  meet  a  vital  necessity  that  the 
Babies'  Wards  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital  were  es- 
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tablished  in  the  heart  of  our  great  tenement  house 
district,  and  no  pains  have  been  spared  to  do  good 
work. 

The  real  cure  of  a  sick  child,  the  bringing  it  from  a 
condition  of  chronic  invalidism  to  a  state  from  which  it 
may  be  able  in  time  to  become  self-supporting,  is  one 
of  the  gravest  of  problems,  requiring  most  conscientious 
work  done  not  only  in  the  hospital  but  in  the  child's 
home.  Many  charitable  experts  consider  that  the  care 
of  such  children  should  never  be  confided  to  the  tender 
mercies  of  municipal  authorities.  Recent  investigations 
have  shown  what  abuses  may  creep  into  city  hospitals, 
even  those  avowedly  frequently  visited.  We  believe 
that  the  care  of  little  children  too  young  to  make 
complaints  should  be  given  to  such  institutions  only  as 
are  placed  under  the  most  frequent  and  searching  in- 
vestigation of  women  who  give  their  time  and  services 
without  remuneration,  and  have  no  other  desire  than 
for  the  best  good  of  the  inmates.  We  believe  that 
while  such  institutions  should  be  to  a  certain  extent 
supported  by  what  is  called  private  charity,  that  the 
body  of  taxpayers  at  large  should  not  be  relieved  of  all 
responsibility  for  the  support  of  the  sick  children  of 
the  poorest  citizen.  This  would  be  done  should  the 
city  throw  the  entire  support  of  the  babies'  hospitals 
of  New  York  on  the  very  small  number  who  now  so 
largely  maintain  them.  The  present  cost  of  a  patient 
in  the  Babies'  Wards  is  about  $1.00  a  day.  The  last 
figures  available  as  to  the  per  diem  cost  at  the  Ran- 
dall's Island  Infant  Asylum  are  for  1898.  The  cost  of 
"patients  "  then  was  88  cents,  which,  however,  included 
both  mothers  and  children.  The  maintenance  of  mothers 
there  is  in  the  main,  as  nurses  for  the  children,  and 
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should  of  course  be  charged  against  the  children,  as 
is  done  in  the  statistics  of  private  institutions.  This 
would  increase  the  per  capita  cost  of  the  babies  there 
very  greatly,  probably  to  at  least  $1.18,  considerably 
more  than  the  cost  at  the  Babies'  Wards. 

Some  years  ago  the  New  York  State  Legislature 
passed  a  Bill  giving  38  cents  a  day  towards  the  support 
of  every  destitute  sick  child  receiving  free  care  at  the 
Babies'  Wards,  and  during  the  year  1896,  $5,588.78 
were  received  from  the  city  towards  the  care  of  such 
sick  children,  we  raising  the  $10,000  additional  needed. 

With  the  change  of  Charter,  however,  it  was  decided 
by  city  authorities  that  this  Act  of  the  Legislature  was 
no  longer  in  force,  and  that  it  was  optional  with  the 
city  to  give  or  withold  such  aid,  and  during  the  admin- 
istration of  the  present  Comptroller  this  sum  has  been 
continually  diminished,  though  our  work  has  constantly 
increased,  and  though  it  has  never  been  charged  that  it 
was  not  done  in  the  best  way  possible,  or  at  the  most 
economical  rate.  For  the  past  year  but  $2,538. 17  were 
allowed  by  the  city,  although,  as  nearly  16,000  days'  free 
treatment  were  given,  the  sum  of  $5,912.42  might 
properly  have  been  appropriated.  We  believe  that 
every  possible  effort  should  be  made  to  provide  that 
the  money  raised  from  the  taxpayers  of  this  city  should 
be  wisely  and  economically  spent.  We  protest,  how- 
ever, against  the  plan  now  in  practice  of  placing  the 
decision  of  what  money  may  be  properly  given  to  an 
institution  in  the  hands  of  the  paid  visitors  now  em- 
ployed by  the  city,  who  are  allowed  to  decide  whether 
or  not  the  parents  are  able  to  pay  the  sum  of  $2.50  a 
week  towards  the  child's  board.  These  officials  are  ap- 
pointed often,  if  not  largely,  through  political  influence, 
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and  in  some  cases  at  least  are  very  young,  entirely  in- 
experienced in  any  charitable  work  (one  of  them  re- 
marking on  a  visit  to  the  Babies'  Wards  that  it  was  the 
first  time  he  had  ever  been  in  a  charitable  institution) 
and  quite  incompetent  of  deciding  on  a  single  visit  on 
the  real  condition  of  a  poor  family.  Yet  their  decision  is 
accepted  by  the  city,  though  at  times,  absolutely  con- 
tradicted by  the  judgment  of  a  well-trained,  conscien- 
tious, experienced  visitor,  who  may  have  spent  days  in 
ascertaining  the  actual  facts  in  the  case.  It  is  most  diffi- 
cult to  arrive  at  positive  truth, but  the  following  state- 
ment has  been  made  so  repeatedly  to  us  by  poor  mothers 
of  fair  intelligence,  coming  from  different  parts  of  the 
city,  that  we  can  but  feel  there  is  ground  for  it.  The 
statement  made  is  that  in  many  instances,  after  a 
child  has  remained  for  a  few  days  in  the  Babies'  Wards, 
a  visitor  from  the  city  comes  to  the  mother,  telling  her 
that  the  city  is  paying  for  the  board  of  her  child  at  the 
Hospital,  and  that,  if  she  does  not  take  it  away  at 
once,  it  will  be  sent  to  Randall's  Island,  as  the  city  does 
not  wish  to  pay  money  to  other  institutions.  Certainly, 
in  many  cases  a  poor  woman  has  come  to  the  Wards  in 
great  distress,  begging  to  take  away  her  baby,  even 
when  it  is  still  very  ill,  for  fear,  as  she  says,  that  it  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Island.  Assuredly,  if  economy  is  the 
chief  point  to  be  considered,  it  is  cheaper  for  the  city 
to  spend  38  cents  a  day,  securing  the  best  medical  skill 
for  the  cure  of  a  child  in  the  Babies'  Wards,  where  every 
effort  is  made  to  return  the  child  to  its  home  as  soon  as 
possible,  than  to  keep  it  indefinitely  in  the  Randall's 
Island  Infant  Asylum  at  the  cost  of  over  $1.00  a  day. 

The  city  also  refuses  to  make  any  allowance  toward 
the  board  of  a  child  whose  parents  have  not  resided 
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twelve  months  in  the  city,  and  has  advised  us  to  refuse 
to  receive  all  such  children.  In  many  cases,  parents 
having  recently  removed  here,  and  not  yet  having  ob- 
tained work,  their  sick  children  are  in  great  destitution. 
An  apparently  dying  child  was  brought  to  us  by  a  mother, 
who  a  few  months  before  had  moved  here  from  a  far 
off  Western  town,  and  who  had  that  day  been  evicted 
for  non-payment  of  rent.  The  sick  child  had  been  re- 
fused admission  to  Randall's  Island  on  the  ground  that 
the  mother  had  no  settlement.  She  was  told  by  a  city 
official  that  inquiries  should  be  made,  and,  if  her  story 
proved  true,  she  and  the  child  would  be  returned  West 
in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks.  We  were  blamed  by  an 
official  in  charge  of  the  matter,  for  receiving  the  baby, 
and  when  one  of  our  managers  asked  him  what  course 
we  should  have  taken  with  this  dying  baby,  for  whom 
there  was  no  place  in  any  city  institution,  the  very 
frank  reply  was,  "  You  should  have  let  the  baby  die  in 
the  gutter." 

We  have  given  the  facts  at  length,  because,  while 
the  city  practically  refuses  to  assume  any  responsibility 
for  the  proper  care  of  a  large  number  of  the  sick  chil- 
dren of  its  poorest  inhabitants,  and  yet  each  year  re- 
duces the  aid  previously  given  to  those  private  institu- 
tions striving  to  care  for  them,  the  condition  of  things 
becomes  more  and  more  serious.  We  cannot  permit 
these  children  to  suffer  and  die,  with  no  attempt  for 
their  relief,  and  we  must  urge  upon  the  public  the 
pressing  need  of  speedy  and  larger  contributions  for 
our  work.  A  considerable  deficiency  would  have  ex- 
isted in  our  accounts,  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  if 
it  had  not  been  for  the  generosity  of  our  managers, 
who,  in  addition  to  their  previous  gifts,  undertook  the 
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temporary  support  of  several  beds  until  further  con- 
tributions could  be  secured. 

ist.  We  would  most  earnestly  appeal  for  an  increased 
number  of  annual  subscriptions  and  donations,  as  well 
as  for  the  renewal  of  all  those  of  last  year.  We  are 
most  anxious  to  procure  two  hundred  additional  annual 
subscriptions  of  $5.00  or  $10.00.  Certainly  each  one 
of  us  by  a  little  real  effort  could  obtain  from  her  friends 
five  such  subscriptions,  and  the  added  income  would 
be  of  almost  inestimable  value  to  our  work.  ' '  For 
want  of  a  nail,  a  kingdom  was  lost,"  and  in  many  emer- 
gencies $5.00  might  furnish  the  means  of  saving  a 
child's  life.  Do  not  let  us  throw  the  responsibility  on 
the  few  who  are  able  to  make  great  gifts,  but  let  each 
one  of  us  make  the  special  effort  to  procure  these  smlal 
subscriptions  which  in  the  aggregate  would  provide  us 
with  the  needed  permanent  help. 

2d.  We  ask  for  the  gift  of  supported  beds  at  $200.00 
annually.  This  sum  allows  the  giver  the  privilege  of 
naming  and  inscribing  the  crib,  and,  with  the  aid  of 
the  very  small  city  allowance  and  of  our  Nursing  Fund, 
provides  for  the  support  of  those  applicants  who  need 
its  shelter  so  sorely.  Every  year  some  of  the  hitherto 
supported  beds  are  given  up  through  death,  loss  of 
means  or  some  other  unavoidable  reason,  and  we  must 
continually  secure  new  ones  to  fill  these  vacancies.  We 
would  specially  appeal  for  the  support  of  the  two 
Mothers'  Beds,  not  yet  secured.  These  are  for  the 
shelter  of  nursing  mothers,  to  separate  whom  from 
their  very  sick  babies  would  perhaps  result  in  the  im- 
mediate death  of  the  child,  so  mother  and  baby  are 
admitted  together.  These  beds  are  almost  constantly 
filled,  while  we  are  obliged  to  refuse  many  applicants 
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for  lack  of  accommodation,  seven  during  the  past  month 
alone.  Surely  the  support  of  such  beds  as  will  enable 
the  poor  mother  to  be  with  the  child  she  loves  so  dearly, 
should  specially  appeal  to  every  mother's  heart.  Gifts 
of  clothing,  of  which  several  thousand  articles  are  used 
each  year,  of  towels,  etc.,  are  urgently  needed,  while 
toys,  emphatically  dolls,  fresh  fruit  and  home-made 
jelly  would  be  received  with  the  greatest  delight  by 
our  little  convalescents. 

Our  warm  thanks  are  due  to  the  Attending  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  on  whose  devoted  service  so  much  of  the 
success  of  the  work  rests,  to  the  House  Doctors,  to  our 
faithful  Head  Nurse  with  all  her  assistants,  to  the  Sun- 
beam League,  a  report  of  whose  valuable  work  will 
be  found  later;  to  Miss  Ellen  King  for  "special  treats," 
and  to  the  various  Needlework  Guilds,  sewing  classes, 
Sunday  schools,  societies  and  individuals  for  most  wel- 
come contributions.  Special  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Country  Home  for  Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff, 
which  during  the  past  summer  received  fifty-three  of 
our  children,  giving  them  the  pure  air  and  out  of  door 
life  they  so  urgently  needed.  Our  warm  gratitude  is 
also  due  to  all  those  friends  who  through  supported 
beds  and  other  generous  gifts  have  really  maintained 
the  Wards. 

To  accomplish  the  best  possible  results  for  these  poor 
little  creatures  brought  to  the  Babies  Wards,  often  born 
into  the  world  bearing  the  burden  of  the  sins  and  suffer- 
ings of  former  generations,  is  indeed  an  herculean  task. 
At  times  our  hearts  are  ready  to  sink  at  the  thought 
that  we  cannot  really  cure  them  all,  that  so  many  must 
die.  At  the  beginning  of  another  century,  oh  let  us 
all  resolve  to  dedicate  ourselves  anew  to  their  ministry. 
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Let  us,  at  any  sacrifice,  pour  out  still  more  freely  upon 
them  the  precious  ointment  of  loving  service,  even 
though  we  realize  we  may  be  doing  it,  as  was  the 
woman  of  old  "  Against  the  day  of  His  burying."  Let 
us  struggle  and  pray  that  we  may  put  such  conscien- 
tious devotion  into  this  great  work  confided  to  our 
hands  that  some  day  we  may  receive  the  Master's  greet- 
ing, "  She  hath  done  what  she  could."

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  SERVICE  OF 
THE  BABIES'  WARDS. 


While  the  medical  service  may  not  appear  so  striking 
or  startling  as  the  surgical  service,  it  is  none  the  less 
interesting;  this  is  particularly  so  of  a  medical  service 
that  is  devoted  to  infants.  Their  illnesses  are  fre- 
quently so  sudden  and  urgent  and  the  symptoms  may 
be  startling  in  character,  so  that  the  closest  watchful- 
ness and  attention  is  here  required.  The  cases  we  deal 
with  are  especially  difficult  on  account  of  the  unfor- 
tunate antecedents.  Most  of  our  patients  are  brought 
from  the  poorest  tenement  houses,  where  ignorance  and 
poverty  have  done  their  full  work.  Probably  no  service 
in  any  hospital  of  the  city  requires  more  anxious  watch- 
fulness than  that  seen  in  these  wards.  It  may  be  of 
interest  to  briefly  sketch  some  of  the  prevailing  types 
of  diseases  that  are  met  with  and  the  difficulties  as  well 
as  encouragements  of  the  service. 

Acute  Indigestion. 

One  of  the  commonest  maladies  is  simply  acute  indi- 
gestion. This  term  as  applied  to  adults  may  have 
no  very  serious  significance,  but  frequently  in  young 
infants  it  is  a  predisposing  as  well  as  actual  cause  of 
death.  It  is  nearly  always  the  accompaniment  of  a 
faulty  system  of  feeding.  Perhaps  the  narration  of  one 
or  two  typical  cases  as  they  come  to  us  in  the  wards 
may  be  worth  stating. 

Case  I.  Hugo  K.,  aged  four  months,  was  admitted 
November  7th,  1900.  His  father  was  a  day  laborer  and 
his  mother  had  died  a  month  previously  of  consumption. 
The  baby  had  been  ill  for  eight  days  with  vomiting,

colic  and  constipation,  alternating  with  diarrhoea.  He 
was  thin  and  fretful  and  bore  every  evidence  of  bad 
care.  He  had  been  fed  upon  various  prepared  foods 
most  inappropriate  to  his  case,  and  latterly  with  a 
watery  solution  of  condensed  milk.  For  a  day  or  so 
after  admission  the  vomiting  persisted,  with  great  fret- 
fulness,  especially  at  night.  He  was,  however,  put 
upon  a  careful  system  of  feeding  which  soon  controlled 
the  vomiting  and  brought  comfort,  as  shown  by  a  more 
contented  condition  with  a  slight  gain  in  weight.  He 
was  discharged  on  November  25th,  practically  cured. 
In  such  a  case,  if  the  indigestion  is  allowed  to  continue, 
the  baby  soon  falls  into  a  wasted  condition  known  under 
the  general  term  "marasmus,"  which  is  almost  impos- 
sible to  relieve.  Many  of  the  cases  are  practically  those 
of  starvation,  thus: 

MARASMUS. 

The  following  is  a  typical  case  of  marasmus,  of  which 
we  see  a  great  deal:  Mar)'  N.,  aged  6  months,  was 
admitted  November  4th  weighing  only  four  pounds 
five  ounces.  She  had  been  fed  upon  a  bad  grade  of 
canned  condensed  milk  food  highly  diluted,  and  was 
little  more  than  skin  and  bones.  The  history  was,  that 
since  birth  she  had  not  flourished.  Inquiry  showed 
that  the  mother  was  ill  in  bed  and  for  the  past  few 
weeks  the  child  had  been  completely  neglected,  being 
brought  to  the  hospital  by  a  stranger.  She  was  dis- 
charged December  1st  weighing  four  pounds  thirteen 
ounces  and  able  to  digest  her  food.  Although  this  gain 
seems  inappreciable,  it  meant  that  finally  a  food  had 
been  prepared  that  the  baby  could  digest  and  ultimately 
thrive  on.  Our  experience  shows  that  it  is  a  mistake 
to  keep  these  babies  long  in  the  hospital  as  they  do 
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better  in  their  homes,  even  in  poor  tenement  houses. 
The  advantage  of  keeping  them  a  short  time  in  the 
hospital  is  that  by  careful  watching  and  changing  their 
food,  a  right  mixture  can  finally  be  found  upon  which 
they  will  thrive.  The  mother  is  then  told  as  nearly  as 
can  be  how  to  prepare  this  food,  when  it  is  hoped  that 
improvement  will  continue. 

G  ASTRO-ENTERITIS. 

Many  babies  come  in  with  inflammation  of  the  stom- 
ach and  bowels,  following  bad  feeding  and  careless 
nursing.  As  an  example.  Ellen  H..  aged  10  months, 
was  admitted  October  18th.  Her  father  was  a  valet 
working  in  a  wealthy  family,  and  the  mother  was  dead. 
The  baby  had  been  boarded  out,  and  was  doing  well 
lip  to  four  months  ago,  when  she  began  to  vomit  and 
have  a  moderate  diarrhoea.  She  had  lost  considerable 
flesh,  and  on  admission  vomited  all  feedings,  and  was 
passing  five  or  six  green  stools  daily.  The  temperature 
was  102^,  pulse  180,  and  every  evidence  of  prostration. 
In  such  a  case  all  milk  is  stopped,  and  a  mixture  of  egg 
water  or  plain  water  at  first  given.  Hot  saline  irriga- 
tions removed  the  remaining  irritating  contents  of  the 
bowels.  After  a  day  or  so  she  was  put  upon  a  carefully 
prepared  milk  preparation,  having  a  high  dilution.  As 
she  became  able  to  digest  this,  and  the  inflammation 
subsided,  the  strength  of  her  food  was  increased.  She 
was  finally  discharged  November  26th.  While  having 
gained  no  weight,  she  took  her  feedings  well,  had 
stopped  vomiting,  and  the  discharges  were  of  normal 
type.  Many  of  these  cases  are  admitted  too  late  for 
effectual  treatment,  and  inflammation  of  the  bowels  has 
become  so  extensive  that  the  infants  are  unable  to 
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rally  and  assimilate  nourishment,  and  as  a  result  they 
die  from  exhaustion.  We  have  given  much  study  and 
care  to  the  feeding  of  infants  in  the  hospital.  It  is  a 
subject  surrounded  by  the  greatest  difficulties,  as  the 
digestion  of  infants  is  often  so  feeble  that  they 
are  unable  to  take  the  food  that  would  properly  be 
indicated.  By  a  device,  first  used  in  this  hospital,  we 
are  now  able  to  administer  what  is  known  as  percentage 
feeding  in  a  very  simple  manner.  This  consists  in  re- 
moving the  various  layers  of  cream  and  milk  from  the 
top  of  a  bottle,  by  means  of  a  dipper,  holding  just  one 
ounce.  The  strength  of  the  food  can  thus  be  altered 
from  day  to  day  in  accordance  with  the  digestive  power 
of  the  baby,  in  a  sliding  scale.  Many  other  infants' 
hospitals  have  now  adopted  this  scheme  of  feeding, 
which  combines  simplicity,  with  a  fair  amount  of  care. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

While  typhoid  fever  is  rare  in  early  life,  during  the 
past  few  months  there  have  been  seven  cases  treated  in 
the  wards,  the  youngest  being  two  years.  As  this  is 
somewhat  rare,  the  latter  case  will  be  narrated.  Sadie 
J.,  aged  two  years,  was  admitted  September  29th.  Her 
father  was  a  butcher  earning  six  dollars  per  week.  The 
baby  was  brought  suffering  with  indigestion  and  diar- 
rhoea. This  was  accompanied  by  high  fever  and  slight 
cough.  It  was  at  first  supposed  to  be  a  case  of  inflam- 
matory diarrhoea,  but  not  yielding  to  treatment  and  the 
temperature  remaining  high,  the  blood  test  was  made, 
showing  a  marked  typhoid  reaction.  During  the  first 
week,  on  three  separate  occasions,  the  temperature  rose 
to  1060;  during  the  following  week  it  varied  from  100? 
to  1040.    These  high  temperatures  were  reduced  by 
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sponges,  wet  packs  and  baths.  By  October  25th  the 
temperature  had  practically  dropped  to  normal  and  she 
made  an  uneventful  convalesence,  being  discharged 
November  25th.  This  case  is  of  interest  as  showing 
the  occasional  presence  of  typhoid  fever  at  the  early 
age  of  two  years,  and  recovery  after  a  very  high  range 
of  temperature. 

PNEUMONIA. 

There  are  always  many  types  of  pneumonia  to  be  seen 
in  the  Babies'  Wards.  At  no  age  of  life  is  pneumonia 
so  frequent,  so  irregular  and  so  dangerous  as  during  in- 
fancy. The  prevailing  type  is  broncho-pneumonia.  A 
sample  of  this  is  seen  in  the  following  case  :  Sidney 
C,  aged  13  months,  was  admitted  October  31st.  His 
father  was  a  printer,  out  of  work,  and  his  mother  was 
working  as  a  seamstress.  He  had  always  been  well  up 
to  three  days  before  admission  when  a  cough  developed. 
Since  then  he  has  had  a  loose  but  continual  cough  with 
a  moderate  amount  of  fever  and  has  cried  every  time 
he  was  seized  with  a  paroxysm  of  coughing.  The  ex- 
amination showed  dullness  and  bronchial  breathing 
over  the  base  of  the  left  lung,  behind.  The  temperature 
varied  from  ioiw  to  103  45°;  the  pulse  frequently 
reached  160  and  the  respirations  varied  from  50  to  90. 
The  baby  took  its  nourishment  well,  and  by  November 
8th  was  over  the  fever  and  made  a  good  convalescence. 
Unfortunately  a  large  number  of  cases  are  not  so  suc- 
cessful. Babies  frequently  develop  secondary  pneu- 
monias, complicating  stomach  and  bowel  disturbances, 
or  almost  any  weakened  condition  of  the  system.  These 
secondary  pneumonias  are  most  difficult  to  treat,  as 
they  are  accompanied  by  feeble  heart  action  and  poor 
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digestion.  A  very  large  proportion  of  cases  dying 
from  gastro-enteritis  in  the  hospital,  that  come  to  au- 
topsy, show  the  presence  of  a  beginning  secondary 
pneumonia. 

MENINGITIS. 

Many  cases  of  meningitis  come  into  the  medical  ser- 
vice during  the  course  of  the  year,  the  majority  of 
them  being  fatal.  Much  can  be  done  however  to  ease 
these  unfortunate  infants  and  relieve  such  urgent  symp- 
toms as  convulsions.  Grattan  M.,  aged  20  months  was 
admitted  November  5  th.  His  father  was  a  clerk  and 
out  of  work.  Four  days  previously  the  baby  began 
crying,  which  was  continued  for  forty-eight  hours,  fol- 
lowed by  a  convulsion.  Convulsions  continued  at  in- 
tervals for  a  week,  followed  by  unconsciousness.  It  was 
then  noticed  that  the  body  from  the  navel  down  was 
rigid  and  apparently  paralyzed;  the  upper  portions  of 
the  body  were  rigid  but  not  paralyzed.  From  this  time 
until  admission  he  was  in  a  continual  stupor.  The 
neighbors  in  the  tenement  flocked  in  to  see  what  was 
known  as  the  sleeping  baby  that  could  not  be  aroused. 
On  admission  it  was  in  a  stupor  interrupted  by  frequent 
convulsions.  In  spite  of  all  that  could  be  done  the  baby 
died  November  12th,  the  last  days,  however,  being 
comparatively  free  from  convulsions.  The  few  cases 
of  recovery  in  meningitis  that  we  have  had  during  the 
past  few  years  have  been  cerebro-spinal  meningitis. 
When  autopsies  have  been  secured,  most  of  the  fatal 
cases  were  found  to  be  of  the  tubercular  variety. 

ECZEMA. 

Eczema,  or  a  diffused  inflammation  of  the  skin,  is  very 
common  during  infancy  and  early  childhood.  While 
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this  disease  is  not  fatal,  it  is  accompanied  by  distressing- 
and  annoying  symptoms,  such  as  itching  and  burning 
skin  and  great  disfigurement.  These  cases  frequently 
go  on  for  months,  becoming  chronic  through  the  inability 
of  the  mother  to  properly  care  for  the  child.  Cases 
have  been  admitted  to  the  wards  in  which  the  infants 
have  been  covered  with  eczema  from  head  to  foot, 
generally  of  the  purulent  variety.  By  the  application 
of  bandages  and  masks  to  the  faces  we  have  succeeded 
in  curing  very  many  of  these  cases.  There  are  now  in 
the  wards  three  or  four  children  from  two  to  three 
years  of  age  with  their  faces  and  heads  completely  cov- 
ered by  one  of  these  masks.  This  treatment  allows  of 
the  constant  application  of  the  healing  remedies  to  the 
inflamed  surfaces,  with  protection  from  all  outside  irri- 
tation. It  would  be  very  difficult  to  properly  treat  such 
a  case  at  home.  Sometimes  fresh  applications  are  made 
by  the  nurses  twice  a  day  in  bad  cases  of  eczema. 
This,  however,  is  often  followed  by  cure.  Anyone  who 
has  seen  a  chronic  eczema  on  the  face,  scalp  and  body 
of  a  child  can  appreciate  what  this  means. 

PREMATURE  BABIES. 

The  experience  with  premature  babies  at  the  Wards 
has  been  large.  Some  of  these  babies  have  been  born 
at  seven  months  and  others  at  eight  months.  For 
several  years  an  elaborate  incubator  was  used  for  these 
cases,  but  our  experience  with  this  incubator  has  not 
been  favorable.  The  "  Lyon  "  incubator  was  also  tried, 
and  one  case  thus  saved.  The  ill  success  with  these 
cases  may  be  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  feeble 
infants  have  been  suffering  from  cold  and  exposure  for 
some  hours  before  they  are  brought  to  the  hospital.  It 
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is  doubtful  whether  the  good  results  claimed  at  Paris 
and  Moscow  with  incubator  babies  have  been  achieved 
in  this  country.  Our  more  recent  treatment  consists  in 
doing  up  the  babies  in  cotton,  surrounding  them  by  hot 
bottles  and  keeping  them  in  the  open  ward  in  a  covered 
bassinet.  By  this  means  we  have  saved  one  pre- 
mature baby  of  seven  months.and  it  was  discharged  after 
several  weeks  care,  with  every  prospect  of  continued 
health.  The  difficulty  in  the  incubator  seems  to  be  a 
poor  supply  of  fresh  air.  We  believe  our  experience  in 
this  line  may  be  helpful  to  other  institutions. 

DYING  BABIES. 

Many  of  the  babies  brought  to  these  Wards  are  prac- 
tically dying  when  admitted.  It  is  not  the  policy  of 
this  institution  to  refuse  any  infant  no  matter  what  its 
condition,  so  long  as  it  is  free  from  infection.  Much 
can  be  done  to  soothe  the  last  hours  of  these  infants  by 
keeping  them  warm  and  comfortable  and  administering 
proper  nourishment  and  stimulation.  The  high  death 
rate  that  must  always  necessarily  accompany  such  an 
institution  can  properly  be  ascribed  to  two  causes — one, 
the  admission  of  practically  dying  babies.  This  source 
of  a  high  death  rate  should  not  be  avoided — it  is  a  neces- 
sary and  merciful  accompaniment  of  such  a  work.  The 
second  cause  is  that  infants  under  a  year  should  not  be 
allowed  to  remain  more  than  a  few  weeks  in  a  hospital. 
Young  infants  are  unusually  subject  to  hospitalism,  even 
in  the  best  regulated  institutions.  As  soon  as  the  acute 
symptoms  have  been  controlled  and  the  proper  food 
secured,  the  infant  should  be  at  once  discharged.  The 
hospital  is  a  place  for  the  acutely  sick,  not  for  the  con- 
valescent, and  this  is  especially  true  of  infants.  Many 
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cases  are  lost,  abandoned  by  the  mothers  and  allowed 
to  remain  for  months  surrounded  by  acutely  sick  pa- 
tients. We  have  to  overcome  this  difficulty  by  having 
a  visitor  look  up  the  mothers,  and  try  to  secure  the  re- 
moval of  the  infant  at  the  proper  time.  In  soma-  cases 
the  mothers  have  disappeared  or  are  ill  or  in  the  most 
abject  poverty.  If  some  means  could  be  devised  for 
properly  boarding  out  such  infants  until  such  time  as  a 
permanent  and  satisfactory  disposal  could  be  made  of 
them,  the  permanency  of  our  work  would  be  enhanced.

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short 
White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  five 
years  old.    Night-Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts  for  children  from  ten  months  to  five 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 

Pads,  27  x  36  inches,  of  unbleached  muslin,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  i  yard  by  il/2  yards,  white  cheesecloth,  with 
double  interlining  of  cotton  batting,  button-holed 
round  the  edges,  and  caught  down  in  tufts  with 
pink  or  blue  washing  crewel,  specially  needed. 

Half  Worn  Clothing  and  Old  Blankets  for  children 
convalescents  discharged  from  the  Wards.  An  old 
overcoat  or  shawl  is  sometimes  the  only  article 
brought  to  cover  a  discharged  child  recovering 
from  pneumonia.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE. 


The  efforts  of  the  Sunbeam  League  to  extend  its  field 
of  usefulness  in  the  Babies'  Wards  of  the  Post-Graduate 
Hospital  have  met  with  encouragement  by  the  work 
accomplished  during  the  past  year.  Its  membership 
has  been  increased,  thus  adding  to  its  working  force, 
and  with  the  funds  raised  last  year  by  the  personal 
efforts  of  its  members,  the  beds  have  been  maintained 
and  the  Committee  work  continued  as  follows : 

The  House  Committee  has  kept  the  Wards  supplied 
with  the  necessary  articles  of  table  crockery  and  small 
furniture,  and  has  also  contributed  jellies,  fruit  and 
other  delicacies. 

New  toys  have  been  provided  for  the  children  by  the 
Toy  Committee,  whose  members  visit  the  Wards  weekly, 
removing  all  broken  articles  and  replenishing  where 
necessary.  It  also  arranged  the  toys,  which  were  given 
by  members  of  the  League  and  others  for  the  Christ- 
mas tree. 

The  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee  have  con- 
tinued in  attendance  on  Fridays,  ''Hospital  Day,"  to 
assist  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  in  receiving  those  who  call 
to  see  the  children.  They  still  visit  the  Wards  on  other 
days  as  frequently  as  possible,  but  the  regular  kinder- 
garten work,  introduced  by  the  League  last  year,  has 
proven  most  successful  and  a  valuable  substitute  for 
the  personal  daily  visits  of  members. 

The  Wards  have  been  furnished  by  the  Clothing  Com- 
mittee with  600  garments  of  different  kinds,  many  of 
which  were  made  by  the  Helping  Hand  Society  for 
the  Committee,  while   others  were  donated  by  the 
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Needle  Work  Guild  of  America  and  the  Sunbeam 
League  Lenten  Sewing  Circle,  which  resumed  last 
Spring  its  regular  Lenten  work. 

Dinners  for  the  Nurses  and  Children  were  arranged 
and  supervised  by  the  Entertainment  Committee  on 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  The  Wards  were  also 
decorated  with  Christmas  greens,  and  a  tree  trimmed 
for  the  Children,  to  which  were  added  the  toys,  articles 
made  by  the  little  patients  in  their  kindergarten  class. 

It  was  resolved  to  hold  a  Fair  this  Fall  to  raise  the 
needed  funds,  and  through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Robb, 
who  again  extended  the  use  of  her  residence  to  the 
League  for  this  purpose,  the  Fair  was  held  on  Decem- 
ber the  thirteenth,  with  most  gratifying  results. 

Through  the  individual  efforts  of  our  members  and 
the  kindness  of  those  interested,  the  net  proceeds  of 
the  Fair  were  about  $1,150.00,  which  shows  a  marked 
increase  in  the  work  of  the  League.  This  sum  will 
enable  us  not  alone  to  continue  our  usual  work,  but  to 
donate  fifty  pairs  of  blankets,  and  further  extend  our 
support  to  the  Wards.
